NMR insurance calls will be made 
if possible. I make NO guarantees that you will be able to reach me 
by phone or that I will be able to make NMR insurance calls. In order 
to receive an NMR insurance collect call you must have let me know 
you wish to have NMR insurance and supply a phone number to call .
